NOTE: a) & b) the proposed amendments to the claims change the scope of the previously claimed invention, and 
further raise the issue of new matter concerning % identities and "amino acids 77-310", etc., especially as it relates to the broader scope 
and/or conception caused by deleting/redefining "extracellular domain", as originally claimed; thereby, requiring further condsideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in contrast to Applicants' comments on page 5 
of the response concerning the interview of 1 1/17/05, Applicants unfortunately choose to maintain all references to the previous putative 
extracellular domain claims (i.e., including amino acids 77-310; as it relates to claims 22c-27c & 30). Therefore, because Applicants* 
arguments are directed to claim amendments not entered, their arguments remain not persuasive for the reasons made of record. It is 
suggested that any recitation related to amino acids 77-310 or to an extracellular domain should not be included in any subsequent 
response if an allowance is desired, because such clearly constitutes new matter and/or has written description problems, for the reasons 
extensively made of record. 
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
